Hor. William Liadaay,faraarly I'nited States 
Senator from i^eataeky, died at Frankfort yes- 
terday. He bad baaa ill for BMra tkaa two 
Boatka. Judge Lindsay, as be waa generally 
kaowa through baring been Chief Justice of 
the Kentucky Court of AppeaU, waa born in 
Kockbridge county, Virginia, September 4th, 
1836. Ha cama to Kaatacky la 1864 aad set 
tied la Cliatoa, Hickman county. He began 
the practice of law ia 1858, and in tbe same 
year waa married to Eleanor Holmes, daughter 
of a oalabratad pbyaiciaa. At tba oatbreak of 
tba War ketwaaa Ua SUtee ka aaliated ia tbe 
Confederate Army uh a private, rising to the 
rank of Captain. He served throughout tbe 
War. Resuming tbe practice of law, he was 
elected State 8ena^r ia l867,JBdga of the 
Covrt of Appaala ia 1870 aad Ckiaf Jvatlea in 
18TG. He then removed tu Frankfort, reanm- 
ing his law practice again. In ]8'J9 be wae 
again elected to the State Senate, He waa a 
member of tka World'a Colomblaa CoBuaiaaion, 
and at tka eloaa of tha Cbieago World** Fair 
I iiiu'd appointment as a member of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commiaaion. In iH'Si be 
waa alaatad Uaitad Statao Saaator to All tbe 
raoaaey eaoaad by tka reaigaatioa of John G. 
Carliale. In 1894 be wae re-eleoted for a full 
term uf six years. He was one of the United 
Statea Commisaiooera to tba St. Loaia World's 
Fair of 1904, after vkiak ka raaaead to New 
York aad became a member of the law firm of 
Liadaay, Kaliah A Palmer. He was a Trustee 
of the Carnegie Institute and a member of 
nuBMroBC Claba aad Soeiatiaa. His fuaeral 
will oeear tamorrow aftaraooa at 2 o^eloek.
